Wasliingtoii.—Official Washington 


today was apparently bewildered by 
the sudden resignation of Secretary o 
State Robert Lansing at the reques 
of President Wilson, who charged his 
.ranking cabinet officer with trying 
to assume presidential prerogatives 


Not since the now famous resigna- 
tion of William J. Bryan, Lansing's 
•predecessor, on the eve of the send- 
ing of a submarine note to Germany 
has a break in the president's official 
family caused so much discussion. 


Talk of a congressional investiga- 


tion at which the full story of the dif- 
ferences-, between 
Lansing and the 


president would be aired, possibility 
, of the resignation affecting the league 
of nations battle in the senate and 


^ the possibility of resignation of other 


cabinet 
officers were 
some of' the

however, avoided any-public utter- 
ance until they, have had more time 
•to go •into,the2resign'atfoh and events 
leading up to it. 


The resignation of Lansing was an- 


nounced-at the state department"late 
yesterday .following an exchange of 
letters which passed Between Lansing 
and his chiefs:" * ' ' 


In the course of these letters the 


president charges that 
Lansing by 


calling cabinet meetings during Wil- 
son's illness was'virtually trying to 
assume presidential authority. 
"This affair, Mr. Secretary," the 


president continues, "only deepens a 
feeling that was growing upon me. 
•While we .were still in Paris I felt, 
and have ,felt increasingly ever since 
that you accepted my guidance and 
direction on all questions with regard 
to which I had to instruct you only 
with increasing reluctance and since 
my return to Washington I have been 
struck by the number of matters in 
which you have apparently tried to 
forestall my judgment by formulat- 
ing action and merely asking my ap- 
proval when,it wa.s impossible for. me 


to form an independent judgment be- 
cause I had not an opportunity to ex- 
amine the circumstances with any de- 
gree of independence." 


The first letter sent by the presi- 


dent to Lansing under date of Febru- 
ary 7. asks the secretary if it was true 
that "during'my illness you frequent- 
ly called heads of the executive de- 
partments of th'e government into 
conference." This right. Wilson then 
said, rests with the'president alone. 


In reply to this letter Lansing said 


he had called cabinet meetings and 
continues: 


"Shortly after you were taken ill 


in October certain members of the 
cabinet of which I was one. felt that 
in view of the fact that we were de- 
nied communication with you. it was 
wfsc for us to confer informally to- 
gether on inter-departmental matters 
and matters as to which action could 
not be postponed until your medical 
advisers permitted you to pass upon 
them. I can assure you that it never 
for a moment entered my mind ,that 
I was acting 
unconstitutionally or 


"contrary to your wishes and there 
certainly was no intention on my pan 
to assume powers and exercise func- 
tions which under the constitution 
are exclusively confided to the pres- 
ident.* 


tansing then offered to submit his 


resignation. 


Wilson replied Fcburary 111 and 


charged Lansing with attempting to 
resume presidential powers and told 
him that he would "take advantage" 
of his" offer to resign. 


Lansing replied, 
submitting 
his 


resignation and said he had 
long 


3»ecn conscious of the fact that the 
president did not welcome his ad- 
vice but felt it his duty to remain in 
the cabinet at present. 


"Ever since January. 1919. Lan- 


sing said. "1 have been conscious of 
Jhe fact that yon were no longer dis- 
posed to welcome my advice in mat- 
ters pertaining to the negotiations 
in Paris, to our foreign service or to 
Jho international affairs in general. 
Holding these views I would, if I had 
consulted my personal inclinations 
alone, have resigned as secretary of 
state and as a commissioner to nego- 
tiate peace. 
"I thought however, that such a 


step might have been misinterpret- 
ed both at home and abroad and that 
it was mv duty to cause yon no em- 
barrassment in carrying forward the 


task in which yon were then 


the cabinet conferences were 
held 


for the best interests of tho country 
and replying to the president's state- 
ment that he had tried to forestall 
Wilson's judgement at times he de- 
clared: 


"I have, it !<• true, when I thought 


a ease demanded immediate act ion. 
advised you what, in my 
opinion 


that action should be, statins at the 
same time the reasons on which my 
opinion was based. 
I confess that "l 


j have been surprised and disappoint- 
ed at the frequent disapproval of my 
suggestions, but have never failed to 
follow your decisions however diffi- 
cult it made the conduct of our tor- 
eign affairs." 


'Wilson's reply to this was short 


and formal, accepting Lansing's res- 
ignation. 


The bitter interchange of letters 


passing between Wilson and Lansing 
recalled today numerous rumors tha( 
Lansing would resign. Some of these 
started before Lansing; returned to 
this country from Paris but all were 
denied.

Durfng the treaty fight,

charged—and never denied—before 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee that Lansing had expressed op- 
po^ition to the treaty, in private. 


Later it was rumored that Wil- 


son strongly disapproved Lansing's 
policy toward Mexico when Lansing 
gave evidence that he believed in a 
stiffer attitude regarding that coun- 
try.

Armenians were murdered in recent 
attacks by Turkish nationalists on 
the cities of MaTash and AniSab. in 
Asiatic Turkey, according to a tele- 
gram today to thii Armenian nation- 
al delegation from 'Constantinople. 
About the same time—Feb. 1—-the 
telegram said. James Perry, general 
secretary of the international V. M. 
C. A. In.Turkey and his assistant, a 
man named Johnson, were murdered 
near Aintab. 
Both were Americans.

The installation 
will represent 'an investment of ap- 
proximately ?50.000 and will do the 
work of nearly thirty men with a crew 
of six. Contracts 'for the installation 
were signed Friday. 


The s»okers will be installed under 


'our 750 horse power boilers. It is 
contended that the machines will in- 
n-ease the fuel efficiency by not less 
than 15 per cent and the capacity of 
'.he four boilers will be increased by 
three *imes. That means that boilers 
generating 750 horse power hand fired 
will produce 2250 with the stokers in 
use. 


About 21/. years ago 16 Moloch stok- 


ers were installed tinder, four boilers

^Automatic stokers not only.increase 


fuel "efficiency" but make possible the 
burning of a vastly gi eater amount ol 
coal when" it 'is needed. 
Approxim- 


ately 1-10 tons of coal arc now burned 
flaily in the power house and, it is be- 
lieved that when the new stokeis are 
in operation the burning capacity will 
be increased 200 tons a., day. there- 
by making it possible to drive the en- 
gines at their maximum power and 
give service When it is most needed. 
With the hand system of firing it is 
impossible to speed up the boilers to 
the extent necessary when the powet 
house is subjected to "peak load" con- 
ditions. Extensive extensions of the 
traction company's 
service and the 


ever increasing 
demand from local 


consumers of power has made it nec- 
essary to provide for emergency loads 
which hand firing could not possibly 
take care of 


It was said that it would require at 


least 2-4 men. working in three eight 
hour shifts, to generate as much IK>W- 
er in the boilers as will be "possible 
with the stokers. Traction company 
officials assert that it "would be im- 
possible for that many men to work 
in the boiler room at one time and in 
addition 'he labor market is such that 
it precludes 
obtaining 
a sufficient 


number of workers to man the fire- 
room efficiently. 'Only six men will bo 
required to operate the stokers. 


Installation of the 
machines will 


begin in about. !»0 days and it is ex- 
pected she work will he completed CO 
days later. 


Moloch stokers at present am man- 


ufactured by the Kaukamia Machine 
Works of Kaukauna. This concern 
has a contract for the manufacture 
of the.se stokers aggregating over 
$1.000.000. 
While arrangements with 


the Kaukauna company are immin- 
ently satisfaclory it is possible that 
at the expiration of the present con- 
tract the Moloch company will build a 
plant of its own. The location of this 
plant, of course, will be left to the 
stockholders, but it was intimated that 
if* sufficient Applcton men are inter- 
ested and the city shows an acceptable 
spirit, the plant may lie erected in this 
ciiy.

Milwaukee, and has been on the market 
about three years.

GET TOGETHER OX THE 
TREATY. 


II looks as Ihough Ihc political farce 


which has been going on for 'months a I 
"Washington over the peace treaty is near 
the 'end of its course. The irrcconcilables. 
who Have been out to beat the treaty at 
any cost, predict that ratification is near. 
Further information is to Ihc effect that 
Senator Lodge is opposed lo throwing the 
issue into the presidential campaign, un- 
less. of course, it could be done with the 
onus clearly upon the Dcmocralic parly. 
The Democrats on their part arc in the 
same position, they are fencing for ad- 
vantage before the country in case the 
deadlock is not broken. Mr. Lodge is re- 
ported to have said that this treaty must 
not go into the election, and to have in- 
formed the extremists of his parly thai a 
compromise is desirable in case il can be 
brought about. 


The net conclusion lo be drawn from 


Ihc situation is that neither parly wants 
to go lo Ihc people on non-raliiicalion, 
unless il is confident that the other parly 
is on the defensive ami In the wrong. 
Leaders of both parlies have been seek- 
ing political capital out of the terms of 
peace and the league of nations. They all 
arc aware that Ihe controlling factor with 
the public will He in responsibility for in- 
action. They realize that the people al- 
most unanimously arc demanding ratifi- 
cation, and thai responsibility for failure 
to ratify will he a heavy burden to as- 
sume. Il is a question with the politi- 
cians in the senate as to how the treaty 
can he disposed of with the maximum 
parly credit and the minimum parly dis- 
credit. II is a game of politics pure and 
simple, and one of the most humiliating 
tho country has ever suffered. 


_ 
At the present time the major respons- 


ibility for the deadlock rests upon the 
Lodge element. II was Mr. Lodge who 
broke oil' the bl-partisan conference at 
the moment \\-hcn it appeared they were 
likely to succeed. The chairman of the 
foreign relations committee took this ill- 
advised step on an ultimatum from the 
irrcconcilables — from the men whose 
only purpose is to defeat Ihc league of 
nations. It is incumbent upon Mr. Lodge 
lo modify his position to such an extent 
as will re-open the avenue -to a compro- 
mise, and this, it seems, he is prepared lo 
do. Wo do not think there is the slightest 
doubt that I\Ir. Lodge would place him- 
self and the Hepublican party in an un- 
enviable light by forcing the treaty and 
league into the campaign because of an 
arbitrary refusal lo accept ralification 
only on his reservations. The temper of 
the country unmistakably is for a less 
rigid altitude and for ratification on the 
basis of more liberal reservations. 


We do not think the Republican party 


could create for itself any.heavicr handi- 
cap in Ihc prcsidenlial election than to go 
to the people with the Lodge reservations 
as the irreducible minimum for Ameri- 
can participation in the league of nations. 
If Mr. Lodge is ready to recede and to ac- 
cept a program which constitutes a genu- 
ine compromise and which preserves the 
essential features of the league, after de- 
fining the conslitutional and moral limi- 
talions which rest upon America's ac- 
ceptance of its obligations under the cov- 
enant, he will have performed the great- 
est possible service for the Republican 
party and for the nation as well. It is an 
opportunity which should not lightly be 
thrown away. The display of such an at- 
titudc by the Republicans would place 
Ihc full responsibility for failure to ratify 
on Ihc Dcmocrals, and we do nol believe 
they would accept it with any more taste 
than the Republicans can view the exist- 
ing situalion. Refusal lo compromise will 
be a big polilical blunder by one party 
or the olher.

That tuberculosis is primarily a "nutritional 


disease" is the opinion expressed by a number 
of speakers at various meetings of medical and 
health authorities now assembled at 
Atlantic 


City. It is Dointed out that the vast majority of 
adults, if not all. have the infection or 
the 


scars of healed tuberculosis. 
Why some of these should be struck down by 


the germ and its poison while others escape 
without ever knowing they were threatened, has 
been the occasion of a great deal of study anrt 
theorizing. Whence comes the "resistance" ol 
some individuals and the lack of it on the part 
of others has been more or less a puzzle to me 


One Vact has stood out in all of the observa- 


tions, viz.. that tuberculosis is a disease which 
affects the poverty stricken far more than it docs 
those who arc prosperously situated. These arc 
peopl<» who have less ?ood food, less sunshine. 
less fresh air. (especially in the long winters), 
and l«>ss opportunity for rest and 
wholesome 


recreation. As a rule, too. they are less well 
educated and intelligent and hence fail to make 
the best ix-rsible use of such opportunities as 
they do ha*e. 
„ 
This latter cor.sideration may suggest the ex- 


planation of the fact that the disease frequently 
does overwhelm '.hose who have abundant means 
and opportunities for securing soe«l h«a«»n for 
themselves. For it is a well ?st*MlshedI fact 
that physicians find partially starved children 
in homes, the KJtrbag<- pails contain 
enough 


wasted food to support a good sized family. 
Some experts hold that if we are ever to <]o 


awav with tuberculosis as the cause of one in 
every ten deaths it will only be in a generation 
in which babies have beon born right, fed right, 
and then built up to a strong resistant manhood 
and womanhood by careful intelligent care thru- 
out childhood. Hence the interest in 
nutri- 


tion classes" -»hich is today rapidly spreading 
over America as a part of the determination 
that never again shall a census of our young 
men <or women > make such disclosures of phy- 
eical nnfitness as were made by the medical ex- 
amination? for select ive military service.
